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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. 8. Watt.) 


No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of July, August, and September, 1935, 


July.—The weather charts for the month of July were chiefly characterised by depressions 
of southern type lying along the southern coasts of Australia, with stagnant high pressures over 
the interior of the Continent. As is always the case when this State is favoured by a succession 
of southern depressions the rain was persistent on the coast and through the more southern dis- 
tricts. The monthly averages, particularly on the coast and through the fruit and dairying country, 
were greatly above the average. The totals in many cases exceeded ten inches and reached the 
maximum at Brunswick with 15-17 inches, followed by 14-56 inches at Jarrahdale and 13-05 
inches at Donnybrook. The influence of the depressions was also shown in the excesses noted at 
stations along the Great Southern railway and its spur lines. The northern and north-eastern 
and eastern portions of the wheat belt showed satisfactory results, and the totals were in some 
cases above, and in others slightly below, the average monthly figure. Crops and feed were re- 
sponding slowly, while stock were improving in condition. The best falls occurred on the 9th and 
18th, and although the month’s rainfull must be regarded as a very satisfactory one, in view of 
the exceptionally dry conditions which prevailed in May and June, it is a matter of regret that 
falls of a more soaking nature were not experienced in the northern, north-eastern and eastern 
districts. Light rain occurred at intervals during the month in the pastoral areas, but the totals 
were all below the average. 


Temperatures showed little difference when compared with the normal, but some rather severe 
frosts towards the end of the month checked the growth of crops and feed in many districts. 


In Perth the extreme range of temperatures was from 40-0 degrees on the 27th to 66-7 degrees 
on the 24th. On five days the wind reached the force of a gale, the greatest hourly run of the 
anemometer being 48 miles at 2 a.m. and 7 a.m. on the 9th. The rainfall amounted to 10-61 
inches, a figures which has only been exceeded on five occasions in July, while the number of 
rainy days, twenty-five, has rarely been exceeded. 


August.—The good rains throughout the wheat belt during July were followed by generous 
falls at intervals throughout the present month. The totals indicated that the monthly average 
was exceeded at the majority of stations in the agricultural areas, and it is gratifying to observe 
that the greatest excesses were experienced in the north-eastern and eastern districts and at some 
of the northern sections. The usual August total at these districts was exceeded by half an inch 
to over an inch, while lighter excesses were shown in the central and southern divisions and through 
the Avon Valley. On the coast and through the wheat and dairying country the falls were lower 
than usual, in some cases to the extent of two inches, but in view of the excessive July falls these 
deficiencies were unimportant. 


The first of the rain occurred on the 5th, and from that date until the end of the month rains 
of the regular winter type occurred at intervals. The more important ones were shown in pairs 
and until the middle of the month followed one another in rapid succession. Fine sunny weather 
with warm day temperature separated the rains during the last half of the month, and no doubt 
were a cause of considerable anxiety. 


Rain also extended to the Gascoyne and Goldfields, but only on the coastal fringe of the West 
Gascoyne and at some of the Southern Murchison stations were they of any importance, and 
light showers only drifted to the northern parts of the goldfields, while in the tropics the month 
was rainless, 


Mean temperatures were close to normal throughout the State. Heavy frosts occurred during 
the dry spells after the 15th and these checked to a certain extent the growth of pastures and crops. 
In Perth the ground reading of 26-7 degrees on the 24th was the lowest ever recorded in August. 


A feature of the disturbances was the heavy weather in the Bight which accompanied them, 
winds frequently rising to the force of a strong gale, but only on the 29th did these winds move 
northward along the coast towards Geraldton. 


September.—The rains over our coastal areas and through the wheat belt during the month 
were solely due to the passage of southern depressions which followed one another in a fairly 
regular sequence, accompanied by squally westerly winds and rough coastal weather. The most 
satisfactory wheat belt rains were those of the 3rd and 10th, but after the latter date the depres- 
sions followed paths located farther to the south, and although they were productive of frequent 
coastal showers associated with heavy weather at sea, little rain penetrated to the northern, north- 
eastern and eastern portions of the wheat belt. The gaugings were small and with few exceptions 
the totals for the month were below the average. 


Throughout the Gascoyne, Murchison and Goldfields, light scattered rains only were recorded, 
while from the Fortescue northwards no registrations were received. 


Day temperatures were lower than usual, but night readings showed little variation from the 
normal. The coldest nights fell on the 4th, 10th, 14th, 17th and 20th, when agricultural frosts 
were experienced. Towards the end of the month a distinct advance towards summer conditions 
was noticed in the tropics and northern pastoral country, Derby registering 104 degrees and 
Laverton 91 degrees on the 27th.
